HE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 
TO CONGRESS FOLLOWS: 


"To the House of Representa- 


tives: . 


"I return herewith 
without my 


signature, House joint resolution 
327, intended to repeal the joint res- 
olution of April sixth, 1917, declar- 
ing a state of war to exist between 
the United States and Germany and 
the joint resolution of Dec. 7, 1917, 
declaring a state of war to exist be- 
tween the 
United States and the 


Austro-Hungarian government and 
to declare a stats of peace. I have 
not felt at liberty to sign this joint 
resolution because 
I cannot bring 


myself to become a party to an ac- 
tion which would place ineffacable 
stain upon the gallantry and honor 
of the United States. The resolu- 
tion seeks 
to establish peace with 


the German empire without exacting 
from the German government any 
action by way of getting righted the 
infinite wrongs which it did to the

"Unless we have a general state 


hospital of the kind proposed by this 
bill, I do not see how the Medical 
school can go on," said Dean C. R. 
Bardeen, of the Medical school, in 
speaking before a committee of the 
whole of both houses of the Wiscon- 
sin legislature last night. The law- 
makers had under consideration a 
bill by Senator Pullen to establish 
in Madison a general state hospital 
similar to those now in operation at 
surrounding state universities for 
the care of sick children.

medical education elsewhere to the 
detriment of the state, in view of the 
fact that too few of them return 
when they 'have attained their de- 
grees."
